This  building  may -be  Constructed  in  any  length  that  is 
a  multiple  of  1 2  feet.  Although  it  is  called  a  sheep  shed, 
it  can  also  be  used  as  a  feeding  or  resting  area  for  cattle, 
a  feeding  shed  for  hogs,  a  poultry  house,  or  for  machin- 
ery storage.  The  south  side  can  be  enclosed  if  the  build- 
ing is  to  be  used  for  poultry  or  general  storage. 

Trusses  spaced  4  feet  apart  as  shown  on  this  plan  will 
safely  carry  a  roof  load  of  30  pounds  per  square  foot  of 
horizontal  projection.     Trusses  spaced  5  feet  apart  will 


carry  25  pounds  per  square  foot,  and   larger  spacings 
proportionally  lower  loads. 

Any  roof  on  an  open-sided  shed  is  subject  to  a  large 
uplift  from  the  wind.  Therefore,  special  attention  should 
be  given  to  anchoring  the  trusses  to  the  stringers,  which 
serve  as  a  top  plate  between  the  poles.  Toenailing  does 
not  give  enough  fastening.  Use  either  a  special  block 
securely  nailed  as  shown  on  the  other  side  of  this  sheet, 
or  commercial  anchors  to  resist  the  uplift  forces  of  wind. 
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
